SUBJECT: Meeting with Cassowary 15 

1, Following topics were discussed at this meeting: 

a) Message from MUNI re ZCh reorganization: CO showed sterilized 

version of MUNI- 6636 and suggested that C-15 go to NY to discuiS 
latest developments with C-2. C-15 said he would go on the 26ih. 

b) Newspapers : C-15 gave CO a copy of ^uchasna dated 21 Feb. 

in which was included the latest developments of the ZCh reorganization. 
C-15 stated that Bandera's issue No 8 of the ^amostinyk which he 
published after taking over the Cicero plant had already reached NT. 

C-l c promised to bring a copy from NY for the c). C-15 said that 

the opposition's edition of the same issue had not yet reached 

NY. 

c) Lenkavsky ; Contrary to previous reports, C-15 said that 
Lenkavasky was definitely on the side of Bandera and not with the 
opposition. C-15 had no further information regarding this. 

d) Other: C-15 gave CO translation of a series of documents 

printid and distributed by the DUO which contain Ihe major 
developments in the reorganization of the ZCh. These contain statements 
signed by Lemish, by the Triumvirate and by the DUO and by Bandera. 

These documents were dissiminated to various UKe newspapers in Europe, 
Canada and the USA. They show the official action taken by Matla, 

Rebet and Bandera in the negotiations in Munich. 
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
